Ke is an extremely puzzling witness to me. lie answers 
questions with the most apparent csncor, giving answers that would, 
seem to leave him without a shred of defence to. the action brought 
against him here. 



Were it not for the accusations made against him in the 
U.S.A., it would be very easy to put him down as an irresponsible 
right wing fanatic. This, of course, is no defence to a libel 
action, but it could influence a court into thinking that the storm 
he kicked up in the Estonian community in Toronto was a very local 
tempest in a very local teapot. 



If he manages to create this impression, he could easily, 
escape with nominal damages. 

Anything that you can advise me about .that would tend to 
unmask this man will be greatly appreciated.
